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IN ACTIVK TRAINlKe. 

From all point! nhere owner! and trainer! 
are congregated come cheerful notea of prepara- 
tion for the approaching weatem racing cam- 
paign. At Mempbie, Little Rock, NaabaiUe 
and Lcniaville the horse! are being busily 
poshed along in exercises necessary to lit them 
for the stern trials they will soon buTO to meet, 
and reports of gallops approximating full rac- 
irg speed are becoming plentiful. The mild 
winter ard early spring haTe greatly faTored 
trainers east and west ani there is eTery reason 
to belieye that the racers all along the line are 
much farther adyanced in training than is 
usually the case at this early period. Of opera- 
tions at Memphis Tuesday a dispatch to yester- 
day’s Cincinnati Comnaercial Tribune says : 

‘^Cahn’s Thrive worked a mile this morning, 
with 106 poands. The first half was done in 50 sec- 
onds, the three-quarters in 1 :16 2-5 and the mile 
in 1 :45. He was straight and driving at the fin- 
iah, but is not ready yet and when fit looks to 
be one of the contenders in the Tennessee Derby. 
C. T. Fatterson’s big colt Lamplighted is im- 
proving in his work with more weight up than 
he has recently been carrying. His last work, 
with his weight up, 122 poands, a mile in 1 :4Si, 
was an improvement over his previous efforts. 
J. W. Schorr & Son’s Derby candidate, Sam 
Phillips, worked three-quarters this morning in 
1 :17l. with abont 106 pounds up. The colt had 
about all he could do on his own courage, but 
was not ridden any part of the journey. Gieorge 
Walker is going slow with him, but will have 
him fit by April 16, the day the Derby is to be 
run. W. H. Laudeman’s Derby candidate, 
Parmenion, recently worked a nice mile in 
l:46i. The Conqueror, Lamplighted and The 
Rush will receive their final preparations to- 
morrow, to determine whether they will be 
shipped to New Orleans, to start in the Crescent j 
City Derby. Streamer recently worked a mile 
in 1:44 quite handily, John Terkes, with 90 
pounds up, this morning worked a mile in 1 :4Si. 
Doke of Baden has breeaed a mile in 1:481. 
Greatland breezed a mile in 1:47. High Jinks 
worked qaite handily a mile in 1:45. Algol 
breezed six furlongs, the first five-eighths in 
1 H>9 ; he was only galloping, and improves every 
day. Elizabeth Klein has worked a mile in 
1 :46i, and is fast getting ready for the Oaks. 
The summer weather for the last week has 
given the trainers excellent opportunities to 
send their horses along, and they have taken 
advantage of it.” 

Little Heck’s six day meeting will mark the 
opening of the ^'regular” western racing season 
and will attract many owners and horses bs- 
cause of its freedom from competition at other 
points. The following interesting details of 
the work of the horses there appeared in yester- 
day’s Inter Ocean: 

**The re are at present over 100 horses at the 
track, with re-inforcements arriving almost 
daily. Reports fiom New Orleans say that a 
large contingent cf these now closing up the 
Crescent City winter meeting will be here in 
due time for the opening. Little Rock has a 
clear field of fifteen days between New Orleans 
and Memphis, and horsemen will make the 
most of it. The indications are that stable 
capacity will be taxed to accommodate all who 
will participate here. This will be in direct 
line for the Montgomery park engagement, and 
many stables wintering there will be shipped 
over here. Others who have Memphis dates 
will race here rather than wait two weeks for 
the Memphis opening. There are some stables 
that will race here and then ship direct to Bt. 
Louis and Chicago. 

”The weather is most conducive to fine fettle 
and good spirits amoeg owners and racers. 
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balmy days, with delightfully cool and invigor- 
ating mornirgs, inviting the best efforts on the 
part of the promising string of two-year-olds. 
Bennett has tea. Miles has five, Headley, two 
and J. K. Hughes three. This division, un- 
fortunately. is not so strong as usual, and really 
DO great triumphs are very probable out of the 
lot, if we may except Bennett’s Handtqueeze, 
eh. c, 2, by Hanover— Squeeze, who has done 
very little eo far, and |s now slightly lame. 
Great things are expected of him. His trainer 
does not consider his condition at all serious. 
Paul Miles’ Tennis Girl, by Tenny— Queer Girl, 
is a rapid filly, and will do credit to the great- 
ness of her sire. 

’’Another fit two-year-old is Paul Miles’ brown 
gelding, Tennie, by St. Florian— Not Much. 
Tennie isn’t much on looks, but be set a good 
pace the other day at three-eighths, and opened 
the eyes of some who hadn’t expected much. 
He made the distance in S5i seconds, which is 
believed to have been the best ever negotiated 
on this track by a two-year-old. When the faet 
is taken into consideration that the track is 
naturally soft and a few seconds slow, 37 sec- 
onds being agreed good work, the splendid per- 
formance of Tennie may be more fully appre- 
ciated. With these three exceptions, the two- 
year- old division probably contains no pros- 
pective Napoleons of the turf. It is the custom, 
however, for the Memphis stables to ship their 
fittest two-year-olds to Clinton Park on the eve 
of the meet. 

’’The older horses are doing pretty well, and 
are rather a promising lot. Tony Honing, 
the old campaigner, is the patriarch of the 
bunch, but still has considerable race in the 
fieet limbs that have heretofore won many races 
if no great boners. Hngbes’ mare. Delight, 
also has some speed. Bennett’s Laureate, who 
landed the Arkansas Derby in 1896, and worked 
a mile the other day in 1 :47, is coming back to 
his old form. So far few work-outs have oc- 
curred, most of the preparatory work being 
short distance breezes. 

”One of the most notable work-outs of the 
season is credited to Headley’s Dramburg, b. c, 
3. by Deceiver— Confidence. With 118 poands 
up he did a mile with a goed burst of speed. 
At the three eighths the watches shewed 36 
seconds, the half was covered in 50i seconds, 
the th ree-quarters in 1 :164; he finished magnifi- 
cently in 1 :44i. Races are run here in 1 :45, and 
Dram burg’s great speed places him in good 
form for the Tennessee Derby, and other stakes 
up the line. His good work is an important 
fact to be remembered by all who want to keep 
an eye on the promising racers. Yesterday 
morning Drqmburg and Cheeseetraw worked 
six lurlongs in good shape, racing all the way, 
the Cheese Straw filly finishing first by a length 
in 1:174. This filly will work to the good for 
miles this season. She captured several rich 
purses last year, and after three weeks’ train- 
ing this spring begins to show up well. Gapron, 
cb. c, 3, by De Beauvoir— La Sorella, worked a 
mile in 1 :46. 

*’J. K. Hughes’ The Light, ct.nsidered by 
many the pick of the bunch, has shown to con- 
siderable advantage. Mr. Hughes campaigned 
his string last season on the Canadian circuit, 
and recently came up from San Antonio. Gorm- 
ley is riding for him. 

’’Elmer Slaughter, now in Dallas with a 
speedy etrinsr, will attend the meeting, and 
William Wallace will soon ship High Jinks and 
others from Memphis.” 

A dispatch from Louisville to yesterday’s 
Enquirer said : 

’’John E. Madden’s and Dan O’Brien’s strings 
of horses arrived at Churchill Downs this after- 
noon to go into training for the spring races. 
Madden, who is doing his own training, came 



along with his ’bunch,’ comprising twenty-two 
fine looking animals, mostly two-year-olds. In 
his lot was his Derby candidate. Star Bright, 
a big, well-developed colt, showing that good 
care has been exercised in his handling. Mad- 
den’s horses came from Hamburg Stock Farm, 
near Lexington, where they have been wintered. 

” ‘There are come bread-winners in that lot.* 
said Madden to several friends at the track as 
His horses were taken off the cars. ‘Star Bright 
is going to be a factor in this Derby race. Yon 
know I don’t say much nnless I know what I 
am talking about. The horse has the speed 
and the endurance.’ 

’’O’Brien brought in eleven from Lexington 
and T. C. McDowell’s entire string of fourteen, 
including Batten, will arrive at the Downs 
Thursday. All the horses at the Downs were 
on the traek again today, and some stiff breez- 
ing was done. The weather was perfect and 
the track in fine condition. Lieutenant Gibson 
went a mile in 1 :484 with ease, and Lady Elite 
did the same distance in 1 :50. Pat Dunne sent 
I f jur of his two-year-olds half a mile in 504 sec- 
I onds, while two of Brown Dick’s two-year-olds 
galloped around to the half in 52 seconds. 
Eddie Burke, the stable companion of John 
Bright, worked five-eighths in 1K14. None of 
the colts were pushed.”

March 14.— The owner 
and trainer of the horse Seidenbach were sus- 
pended today pending an investigation of his 
raeijg at this*meeting, and jockey Stewart was 
suspended indefinitely pending investigation of 
his ride oh the horse today. 

eOSSIP OF THM TURF. 

C. H. Smith, the owner of the good three-year- 
old Lieutenant Gibson, has the following to say 
of the recent offers made for him : “I am not 
at all anxious to dispose of Lieutenant Gibaon, 
but I might sell if a sufficiently large offer was 
made me. I consider him a first-class horse in 
every respect. Though he was out of coudition 
last season, he has wintered extremely well, 
and promises to do well this season. He has 
never worn a bandage or boot, and is thoroughly 
tractable. He is a big animal, sixteen hands 
high. My purchase of him was regarded as a 
wise move even last fail, for Sam Hildreth than 
offered me $15,000 for him, ou be- 
half, 1 think, of W. C. Whitney. I 
refused this offer, and Tom Carter, knowing 
this, made his bid of $16,000. I think Carter is 
acting for other parties, just who I do not 
know. If the horse is worth a big sum to any 
one else, he is to me. I am as desirous as any 
one of having a winning horse, and, of course, 
would like to see him win the American Derby, 
though I do not say ho will. Lieutenant Gib- 
son has shown himself to be a good performer 
at various distances and weights. He is par- 
ticularly good in long races and can ran two 
miles practically as readily as he can one. In 
his last race last year, the Kentucky Central 
Stakes, at Latonia, he carried 125 pennds, and 
in mud knee deep ran the half in 504 seconds, 
something never before equaled by a two-year- 
old.” 

A dispatch from Chillicothe, Ohio, Tuesday 
says: ’’Imp gave another sensational perform- 
ance at the Fair Ground track this morning. 
In the presence of a crowd of interested specta- 
tors she was sent a half mile in 49 seconds flat, 
and three-quarters in 1 :151, doing it without an 
effort. Expert horsemen who watched the per- 
formance declared that she is pounds and 
pounds better than she has aver been before. 
Imp and her stable mates will be shipped to

GOSSI P OF THE TURF. 

One faet that was fully established at New 
Orleans last week was that the chestnut four- 
year-old filly Cheesemite, by Russell— Cheese 
Straw, is a thoroughly high-class steeplechaser. 
This filly was giving from twenty-eight to forty- 
eight pounds to everything in her last race, and 
yet she easily disposed of them all, and finally 
won as she pleased. Cheesemite wee bred on 
the Morris ranch in Texas, and was sold along 
with some other youngsters from that famous 
establishment either late in her yearling or very 
early in her two-year-old form. They were 
offered at auction in the Cresceut City Jockey 
Club’s paddock, and this particular Ally was 
knocked down to John Sheehan for the very 
modest sum of $55, and very shortly afterward he 
turned her over to her present owner. During 
the current meeting she has gone to the post ten 
times, has been first seven times and second 
three times. She is a wonderfully sensible 
animal, as handy as a polo pony in the short 
turns and intricate win lings of a steeplechase 
course, and although she measures her 
distance and takes off with wonderful coolness 
and deliberation, she loses absolutely no tinis 
at her jumps. If she rises with another horse 
for a jump on exactly even terms she will be 
better than three-quarters of a length in front 
as they go away from it. She ssemstobave 
unflinching gameness under any and all circum- 
stancss, has a splendid conformation for weight 
carrying, and yet carries no waste material nor 
dead weight in her own make-up. In additi(m 
to this she has a long, smooth stride, which 
keeps her very close to the ground between 
jumps and enables her to pack weight with the 
minimum of fatigue, which is not often obssiv- 
able in jumpers, which are as a class apt to 
have a somewhat rough, uneven gait with 
especially high knee action. An excellent judge 
of steeplechasing remarked that Cheesemite 
was good enough to have an excellent chance in 
any kind of company over any kind of a steeple- 
chase course.
